THAT POLITE ‘IF’ 


We assume that Brother Loh- 
mann was being polite when he 
said that IF “labor ever adopts 
the philosophy that unionism is 
just another business, for one 
can be sure Colorado is suffici- 
ently like California to have in 
its midst some unions already 
afflicted with that pernicious 
philosophy. Also, of course, he 
was being hopeful, implying that 
this philosophy hasn’t yet spread 
to ALL unionism. 

His remark about the danger 
of this philosophy spreading fits 
in with his insistence that the 
salvation—one almost might say 
the salvaging!—of labor lies in 
education. For one of the main 
tasks is that of educating union- 
ists away from the false notion 
that a union is merely a busi- 
ness, competitive with all other 
unions. And he is right that 
much of the responsibility for 
this educational work lies with 
the central bodies. They repre- 
sent many unions rather than 
one union.

Copies of a guide designed to 
aid small unions in filling out a 
short financial report required

Harold Terfansky, Acting 
Compliance Officer - in - Charge, 
said the guide would greatly as- 
sist union officials who must fill 
out and file a report of financial 
activities and who qualify to use 
the short form. 

In order to qualify for the 
short form, a labor organization 
must have had less than $20,000 
in gross receipts during the fis- 
cal year, must not be in trustee- 
ship, and must also indicate that 
because of its size, filing the 
long form would create a burden. 

The U. S. Department of Labor 
estimates that 70 percent of the 
labor oganizations in the coun- 
try will be able to use the short 
financial report form. 

Terfansky states that a second 
guide for use in filling out the 
longer, and more detailed form 
is also available at the Bureau 
of Labor - Management Reports 
office. — Dept. of Labor, 


Civil rights row blocks 


BIC bills in 


The dispute over civil rights 
legislation in Congress is hold- 
ing up all other business, J. L. 
Childers, business representa- 
tive of the Building Trades 
Council, told the delegates to 
that body this week. 

This means that proposed leg- 
islation of great importance to 
building tradesmen all over the 
country, such as the bill to re- 
verse the Denver ruling on site 
picketing, has little chance of 
getting enacted during this ses- 
sion. 

When he was in Washington 
for the annual Building Trades 
Department legislative confer- 
ence, on which he was reporting 
at the council meeting this week, 
Senators and Representatives 
were looking forward to adjourn- 
ing July 1, said Childers. If they 
do so, it was generally figured, 
there was small chance of get- 
ting much real business done 
beside the civil rights legislation. 

On this, he said, we should not 
fool ourselves: the Republicans, 
no matter how thick a smoke 
sereen they throw up around 
| their maneuverings, are working 
hand in glove with the Southern 
group in Congress to stymit civil 
rights legislation that amounts 
to anything. 

He called attention to the kill- 
ing of the Forand bill in com- 
mittee, but said the GOP is now 
fooling around with some sub- 
stitute measure boosting private 


insurance plans for medical care 
for the aged. 

In general, Childers felt that 
the 1961 sessions of Congress 
would give the first real chance 
for legislation of interest to la- 
bor, and then only if labor 
worked hard to elect men to 
Congress who understand labor’s 
problems. 


FRIENDLY RECEPTION 


The BTC business representa- 
tive said that the reception of 
California building tradesmen 
by Senators and members of the 
House during the legislative con- 
ference was the friendliest he 


Congress 


had encountered. Only 6 of the 
California members of the House 
expressed opposition to the pro- 
| Posals of the Building Trades 
Department. This he considered 
a big change in attitude. 

He didn’t know whether the 
experience of delegates from 
other States had been similar, 
as this year there had been no 
general meeting of the 3300 
building tradesmen who attend- 
ed the legislative conference, af- 
ter they had dispersed to but- 
tonhole Senators and Represen- 
tatives. 

MORTGAGE AUTHORITY 

On the State level, Childers re- 
ported that many individual un- 
ions over the State, and mem- 
bers of the Legislature, had en- 
dorsed the proposal for setting 
up a California Mortgage Au- 
thority to relieve the tight 
money blockade of housing con- 
struction.

General President Schoemann 
of the United Association, with 
the sanction of the general 
executive board, has ended our 
affiliation with the AFLCIO In- 
dustrial Union Department, due 
to the increasing conflict be- 
tween industrial and craft un- 
ions, which was inevitable be- 
cause of changing methods of 
production. 


President Schoemann made it 
very plain in his “We disaffili- 
ate” message, sent to IUD Secre- 
tary Treasurer James Carey that 
ending the affiliation stems from 
an incident during the recent 
AFLCIO Executive Council meet- 
ing held in Miami Beach. Ac- 
cording to those present IUD 
President Walter P. Reuther 
asked President Schoemann to 
leave the room when members 
of IUD’s executive committee 
were about to open a discussion 
on jurisdictional problems. As 
President Schoemann is an IUD 
vice-president, he is a member 
of the executive committee. This 
committee is made up of IUD 
vice-presidents plus Reuther 
and Carey. After President 
Schoemann’s departure, Reuther 
and others attending this exec- 
utive committee meeting draft- 
ed a.program, undertaken by 
the new Construction Industry 
Joint Conference Board, to ob- 
tain plant maintenance con- 
tracts. 


At the Legislative Conference, 
held recently in Washington, 
D. C., President Schoemann ad- 
dressed a delegation of four hun- 
dred United Association repre- 
sentatives at the Conference, 
Stating that he predicted greater 
difficulties beween craft and in- 
dustrial unions and warned that 
industrial unions will try to en- 
roll more skilled craftsmen as 
the number of semi-skilled and 
unskilled production workers in 
factories declines and said that 
craft unions can benefit from

A good example of how busi= 
ness and industry are bending 
to the demands of unions is the 
five Sunkist lemon associations 
in Santa Clara, Somis, Oxnard, 
Seaboard, and Carpinteria. 


They” were found guilty of 
failure to bargain in good faith 
in 1956 by the National Labor 
Relations Board. Recently the 
Ninth Circuit Court found them 
in’ contempt of Court and or+ 
dered them to bargain in good 
faith. They will undoubtedly ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court to 
keep the stall going several more 
years. 


For 20 years, these Sunkist 
associations have almost con- 
temptuously denied 1000 shed 
workers in 132 packing sheds 
the right to collective bargain- 
ing. They have used every delay- 
ing tactic in the books. Court 
actions brought by the citrus 
giants helped deprive workers 
of basic rights because by the 
time decisions came down the 
members had sought employ- 
ment elsewhere and the wnions 
folded. 


The recent contempt citation 
took seven years. The appeal to 
the Supreme Court could well 
take another three years. 


Meanwhile, managements like 
Sunkist piously declare that the 
power of unions must be curbed.

ltems in State's — 
budget of special 
interest to labor 


The California Labor Federa- 
tion calls attention to the follow- 
ing matters of special impor- 
tance to labor people in the re- 
cent authorization by the Legis- 
lature of “a near-balanced budg- 
et of $2,481,103,813 for fiscal year 
1960-1961,” as follows: 


The compromise budget con- 
tains $7,500,000 for increase in 
salaries of state employees. 

Originally, the Governor pro- 
posed a five percent jump for 
all state workers, effective July 
1. This was increased in the As- 
sembly, with the active support 
of state AFLCIO Teachers, to ten 
percent for University of Cali- 
fornia and state college faculty 
members. 

The approved budget grants a 
general salary increase of six 
percent, effective July 1, with 
seven and one-half percent for 
U. C. and state college instruc- 
tors. Some low income state em- 
ployees, however, would get as 
much as ten percent. 

In the final version, the new 
FEP Commission was also given 
somewhat more liberal treat- 
ment. The allowance for meet- 
ings of the Commission itself 
was increased from six to ten 
meetings a month. 

The California Labor Federa- 
tion urged the legislators to give 
the new Commission and Divi- 
sion the funds necessary to do 
an effective job in administra- 
tion of the state’s law against 
employment discrimination. 

On another hot issue, the ap- 
proved budget makes no allow- 
amce for a requested textbook 
fund increase of $2,155,000 to 
meet the “completed” school 
readers contract price of Eastern 
book publishers who refused to 
lease their plates to the state 
printing plant.

The Millmen’s pension pro- 
gram is a fact now, the docu- 
ments were signed by the em- 
ployers and the unions last week. 
It is a matter now of setting up 
the organization to put the pro- 
gram in action and pay pensions 
to those already eligible. 

Fluoridation of the water sup- 
ply in the East Bay Municipal 
Utilities District will be voted on 
June 7. The dental associations 
locally and nationally, as well as 
the public health authorities, 
approve this method of strength- 
ening children’s teeth during the 
early, pre-school years. Studies 
show that the occurrence of ca- 
vities in the teeth of children 
raised in areas where there is 
a sufficient amount of fluorine 
in the drinking water is reduced 
50 to 70 percent. 

In some areas of the country 
there is sufficient fluorine in 
the drinking water from natural 
sources to achieve what the pub- 
lic health authorities recom- 
mend. 

We already add several ingre- 
dients to our drinking water at 
the instigation of public health 
authorities, including chlorine, 
aluminum sulfate and lime. The 
added ingredients are in such 
small quantity that only the 
beneficial effects are obtained.

But there's 
no reason anyone should feel surprised that these reports have 
seemingly proved groundless, and that there is now little chance 
this year of altering the existing program of importing Mexican 
farm labor, aiding domestic migrants, and establishing a mini- 
mum wage for agricultural workers. 

On the Pacific Coast, however, the AFLCIO will go ahead 
with its efforts to organize the farm workers and to demon- 
strate that the big growers are doing all they can to push aside 
American citizens ready to work on the farms in order to import 
workers subject to deportation if they insist on being treated 
as human beings.

'a major historical milestone in 
America which received little or 
no publicity but, as an economic 
fact, it stands out as a beacon 
\light for the leaders of the labor 
movement and as a warning 
signal to all of us who are inter- 
ested in the future growth of 
our country to advise and in- 
struct our members of the forth- 
coming technological changes in 
our industrial complex. 

For the first time in the his- 
tory of this country, in 1957 the 
number of people in white collar 
jobs, that is professional men, 
engineers and a new tyne of job 
classification called technicians, 
as weil as office and clerical 
workers, salesmen, insurance 
agents and the like outnumbered 
the people in blue collar jobs, 
that is manufacturing, construc- 
|tion, and the like. This was like 
‘coming to the end of a road and 
‘entering into virgin territory. 
|Heretofore in this country, the 
i'working force had consisted 
imostly of biuve collar workers, 
/and, in this blue collar class, we 
;had skilled and unskilled work- 
‘ers aS well. — 


| The United States Department 
‘of Labor tells us that this trend 
|of the white collar worker sur- 
| passing the number of blue col- 
lar workers will continue to the 
point where 45% of all the jobs 
in this country will be white col- 
lar. 36% will be blue. The re- 
|maining 19% will be in farming 
and scattered over various ser- 
| vice activities. 

This increase in so-called white 
collar jobs is due primarily to 
the change in the industrial 
/make-up, the advent of elec- 
|tronics, automation and tech- 
nological innovations in indus- 
try. We must be apprised of the 
fact that more and more avail- 
|able jobs during the 1960’s will 
| require more skilled men, more 
training and more education. 
| However, this increase in skill 
and training means that there 
| will be an increase in the blue 
|collar workers, in the number 
| Of skilled craftsmen and a de- 
‘crease in the number of un- 


|more education and training, 
not only among the white collar 
workers but the others as well. 
Within the blue collar field, for 
;example, the important thing to 
note is that the skilled crafts-
